Asks Congress To Declare 


W ar On Three Hitler Allies 


Washington, June 2 (AP)—Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt asked Congress to­ 
day to declare war on Bulgaria, 
Hungary and Rumania. 
The Chief Executive, in a terse 
message to the House of Repre­ 
sentatives, said that these three 
countries had declared war on the 
United States us “the instruments 
of Hitler.” 
They “are now engaged in mili­ 
tary activities directed against the 
United Nations and are planning 
an extension of these activities," he 
added. 
The message did not go to the 
Senate, since it was not in session. 
The text: 
“Tile governments of Bulgaria, 
Hungary and Rumania have de­ 
clared war against the United States. 
I realize that the three governments 
took this action not upon their own 
initiative or in response to the 
wishes of their own peoples but as 
the instruments of Hitler. 
These 
three governments are now engaged 
in military activities directed against 
the United Nations and are plan­ 


ning an extension of these activi­ 
ties. 
“Therefore, I recommend that the 
Congress recognize a state of war 
between the United States and Bul­ 
garia. between the United States 
and 
Hungary, and between the 
United States and Rumania.’’ 
The declarations of war against 
these three minor Axis partners was 
expected to be more or less of a 
formality, adding them officially to 
the fist of countries with which the 
United States now is at war. 
So 
far, this government has declared 
war on Japan, Germany and Italy.
